Over 86 per cent of the coun­ 
ty’s population received Type I 
in September, and this figure 
rose to 90 per cent for Type 
III which w as administered in 
October and November. 
Dr. Phillips said he was “de­ 
lighted" with the success of the 
campaign in the county. 
“ Despite the fact that we had 
only two weeks to organize for 
the first feeding last September, 
we started off with only minor 
hitches. 
“ From then on, the campaign 
ran 
with 
exceptional 
smooth­ 
ness, and the complaints were 
few and far between,” he said. 
Outstanding Success 
“The outstanding success of 
the anti-polio drive in this county 
can be attributed in large part 
to the highly efficient organiza 
tion of the campaign, the ex 
eeptionally 
fine 
work 
of the 
army of volunteers who manned 
the clinics and the distribution 
centers, and the excellent publi 
city given to the program by the 
newspapers and radio stations 
here.” Dr. Phillips said.
